The King ard Queen then walked
fn n procession to the House of Lowls,
attended by numerous court officinle,
officers and heralds,  Arrived at the
upper chamber he read his speech from
the throne to the robed peers and s
maoy COMMONers as were fthle to erowd
fnta the small space available,
